DATE:  Sunday,  February  22,1998,  ‘Traditional  Washington’s  Birthday’ 


Hello!  Greetings  and  Peace!  As  most  all  of  you  already 
know,  over  the  past  several  years,  myself  has  researched 
and  written  numerous  short  articles  about  the  1946  Iowa 
Statehood  Centennial  Commemorative  Half  Dollar,  most 
recently  and  currently  for  the  quarterly  COMMEMORATIVE 
TRAIL  of  the  Society  for  United  States  Commemorative 
Coins  (SUSCC).  This  protracted  series,  at  last,  is  drawing  to 
a  end,  and  in  the  result,  the  1946  Iowa  Statehood  Centennial 
nation!  My  own  compiled  files,  those  in  Iowa  and  elsewhere, 
and  my  published  articles,  to  date,  confirm  this  fact! 

Yet,  there  remains  one  unsolved,  unresolved,  matter,  the 
one  that  has  prompted  this  Open  Memo  to  you  all.  It  is  the 
matter  of  the  first  fifty  (50)  Iowa  Half  Dollars,  namely,  who, 
when,  and  where? 

In  summary,  the  first  fifty  Iowa  Half  Dollars  were  separate¬ 
ly  minted  and  shipped  to  John  M.  Grimmes  (1 873-1971),  then 
Iowa’s  State  Treasurer,  and  the  only  correspondence,  to  my 
knowledge,  concerning  these  fifty  Iowa  Half  Dollars’  distribu¬ 
tion  is  a  letter,  with  no  known  reply,  to  then  Governor  Robert 
D.  Blue  (1898-1989)  from  Edith  Wasson  McElroy  (1887- 
1975),  the  Executive  Secretary  for  the  then  Iowa  Centennial 
Committee  (1946/1947).  Her  letter  implies  that  some  of  the 
these  first  fifty  Iowa  Half  Dollars  were  distributed  to  Iowa 
Centennial  Committee  members  in  late  1948  or  early  1949. 
Also,  Governor  Blue  did  order  some  Iowa  Half  Dollars  for  the 
State’s  Archives.  So  Far,  This  Is  It! 
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For  one  of  my  final  concluding  articles,  this  author  would 
like,  at  last,  to  roster  their  distribution,  particularly  as  to  who, 
when,  and  maybe  where.  The  State  does,  to  this  date,  retain 
some  of  these  first  fifty  Iowa  Half  Dollars  and  these  retained 
Halves  are  NOT  to  be  confused  with  the  five  hundred  (500) 
each  reserved  ,  and  now  being  sold,  for  the  just  past 
Sesquicentennial  of  Iowa,  1846-1996,  or  later  its 
Bicentennial,  1846-2046. 

Thus,  do  any  of  you  have  any  suggestions?  Any  ideas? 
Any  thoughts?  Any  input?  Could  something  still  be  on 
record  in  State  Treasurer’s  files?  In  Governor  Blue’s 
archives?  Most  of  these  sources  have  been  checked  and 
examined. 

This  final  intention  might  be  beyond  my  capability  and 
might  defy  any  accurate  answer;  however,  it  is  worth  a  try.  In 
closing,  to  those  in  Iowa,  and  to  my  fellow  coin  hobbyists, 
and  to  you  all,  it  has  been  always  my  objective-obsession  to 
be  absolutely  accurate  and  concretely  complete! 

Ending,  my  hope  is  that  all  of  you  understand,  if  not 
accept,  that  objective,  because  this  author  is  convinced, 
after  ten  years,  that  those  in  this  Half  Dollar’s  saga,  long 
deceased,  candidly  wanted  someone-anyone  with  the  ener¬ 
gy  and  enthusiasm — to  do  just  that:  write  the  total  and  tine 
story  of  the  Iowa  Half  Dollar,  and  that  author  was  I.

INA  NUMISMATIST  SCHOLARSHIP 


1.  Young  numismatists  (YN’s)  must  be  between  13  &  17:  adult  applicants  must 
be  1 8  years  of  age. 

2.  Applicants  must  be  an  INA  member  in  good  standing  for  a  period  of  at  least 
one  year  prior  to  applying  for  the  scholarship. 

3.  All  officers,  board  members,  editor  and  legal  counsel  of  the  INA  are 
ineligible. 

4.  Previous  INA  young  numismatist  and  adult  scholarship  awardcs  arc 
ineligible. 

5.  Applicants  must  submit,  in  writing,  a  request  for  consideration.  The  written 
application  must  include  but  not  be  limited  to  the  following: 

-  Service  to  the  INA. 

-  Service  to  other  numismatic  organizations. 

-  Exhibits  entered  at  INA  conventions. 

-  Exhibits  entered  at  other  numismatic  shows  or  conventions. 

-  Articles  written  and  submitted  to  the  Collector,  the  official 

publication  of  the  INA. 

-  Articles  written  for  other  numismatic  publications. 

-  Talks,  lectures,  educational  programs  given  at  club  meetings, 

numismatic  shows  or  conventions. 

-  Offices  held  in  local  coin  clubs  and  other  numismatic  organizations. 

-  Awards  received  for  any  of  the  above. 

-  Participation  in  National  Coin  Week  projects. 

-  General  character  and  reputation. 

6.  Application  must  be  submitted  to  INA  scholarship  board  by  the  established 
time  frame  as  listed  in  the  Collector. 

7.  Selection  of  the  scholarship  awards  will  be  announced  by  U.S.  mail. 

8.  Scholarship  includes  $50.00  from  the  INA  and  a  matching  $150.00  from  the 
ANA,  to  be  used  toward  tuition,  room  and  board.  Reimbursement  for  the  room  is 
limited  to  the  double  occupancy  rate.  If  the  awardee  drives  to  the  seminar,  INA 
will  reimburse  the  lesser  of  mileage  or  airfare.  All  other  incidental  expenses  are 
not  covered  by  INA.  The  total  amount  of  a  scholarship  will  not  exceed  $300.00. 

9.  The  awardee(s)  will  be  notified  of  his/her  selection  in  writing  within  10  days 
of  selection  by  the  chairperson  of  the  INA  scholarship  committee. 

10.  The  awardee(s)  must  contact  the  scholarship  chairman  to  coordinate  the 
financial  details  of  the  scholarship.

FOR  NOMINATIONS 

In  accordance  with  the  by-laws  of  the  Iowa 
Numismatic  Association,  I  hereby  make  the  official  call 
for  nominations  for  the  officers  of  the  I.  N.  A.  for  the 
years  of  1999-2000.  Any  member  in  good  standing  may 
nominate  a  candidate  for  the  Offices  of  President,  First 
Vice-President,  Second  Vice-president,  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  and  Directors.  You  may  nominate  people  from 
your  own  District  to  serve  as  District  Directors  but  no 
more  than  two  Directors  from  any  one  district.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  candidates  for  Director-at-large  may  be  nominated.
